Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  general  health  of  the  school  child  in  Vest  Bromwich 
remained  fairly  good  during  1944.  As  in  1949  there  was  a  large 
proportion  of  short  term  illnesses,  whilo  recovery  from  the  more 
serious  illnesses  tended  to  spread  over  longer ■ periods. 

*  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  incidence  of  scarlet 

fever  and  diphtheria  during  the  year.  Pour  children  died  from 
diphtheria  compared  with  seven  in  1945*  It  is  calculated  that 
some  804.  of  school  children  are  now  immunised 'against  diphtheria. 
There  still  remains  much  to  he  done  in  order  that  all  school 
children,  and  including  that  fifth  of  the  school  population  not 
yet  immunised,  should  he  freed  from  the  risk  of  severe  apd  fatal 
diphtheria. 

In  the  test  of  the  general  report  will  he  found  an 
interesting  analysis  of  the  dental  assessment  of  children  of  the 
different  ages  in  school  life  during  war  time.  It  is  difficult 
to  draw  conclusions  from  such  figures  and  returns  hut  it  would 
seem  that  the  less  sugar  and  sweet  foods  available,  and  the 
increased  availability  of  other  accessory  substances,  has  helped 
.  to  improve  tho  condition  of  toddler  and  infant  teeth.  The 
falling  off  in  the  older  groups  may  bo  a  reflection  of  the 
lessened  "priorities”  as  age  advances  and  also  to  the  fact  that 
first  dentition  probably  took  place  in  the  sugary  times  of  peace. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record* that  the  general  nutrition  of 
the  Post  Bromwich  school  child  is  satisfactory.  The  excellent 
results  of  the  mi Ik- in- schools  scheme  are  now  quite  obvious,  and 
with  over  9 tfc  °f  all  children  taking  advantage  of  good  wholesome 
milk  while  in  attendance  at  school,  the  Committee  has  provided 
one  of  the  best  investments  ever  made  by  the  Council.  It  is  not 
possible,  as  yet,  to  report  that  anything  like  such  a  standard  has 
been  reached  in  the  supply  of  school  dinners.  Y/ost  Bromwich  has 
2%  (approximately)  of  its  school  children  taking  school  dinners; 
the  average  for  the  country  is  much  higher,  and  the  Ministry  of 
Education’s  aim  is  that  75/j  school  children  should  be  taking 
school  dinners.  School  meals,  ultimately,  will  become  free  and 
will  be  regarded  as  part  of  the  Government’s  allowance  to  parents 
for  children.  The  all  round  efficiency  of  the  school  meals 
service  has  greatly  impressed  the  teachers  and  school  medical 
officers,  and  extension  on  the  same  lines  will  provide  a  far 
reaching  social  measure  for  the  health  welfare  of  future  citizens 
of  our  town. 

Lack  of  parental  control  was  again  evident  in  a 
proportion  of  cases.  The  loading  of  domestic  responsibilities 
upon  young  girls  when  mothers  were  out  working  was  another 
regrettable  war  time  feature,  which  caused  in  certain  cases  ill- 
health,  tiredness  and  lack  of  mental  receptivity.  Tho  number  of 
verminous  conditions  reported  remained  much  the  same  as  in 
previous  years,  but  the  number  of  scabies  was  slightly  less. 

The  prevalence  of  these  cases  of  uncleanliness,  which  is  a  matter 
of  social  responsibility  of  the  parent,  cannot  be  related  in  all 
instances  to  slum  or  bad  housing  conditions. 
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I  v/ish  onco  again  to  record  grateful  thanks  to 
the  Di rector ' of  Education  (Mr.  L.  G.  Rose)  and  his  staff,  for 
the  close  co-operation  and  harmonious  working  betwocn  our 
departments,' and  for  supplying  certain  information  relevant  to 
this  report.

VEST  BROMVICH  DENTAL  ASSESSMENTS 

DURING  THE  PAST  SEVEN  YEARS. 

The  following  analysis  of  dontal  assessment  of 
children  classified  in  the  different  age  groups  of  school 
life  shows  figures  relating  to  Vest  Bromwich  children 
during  the  years  1 938  to  1944* 

Throe  main  conclusions  emerge  after  considerate  on 
of  those  figures: 

1.  there  has  been  a  great  improvement  in  tho 
condition  of  tooth  of  children  on  entering 
school  -  32^  did  not  require  attention  in  1938 
and  that  percentage  rose  steadily  to  59  in  1944« 
(This  improvement  occurred  in  the  6  and  J  year 

old  age  groups ,  though  not  to  such  a  marked 
extent) . 

2.  there  was ,  during  the  years  covered  by  tho  report 
a  falling  off  in  tho  condition  of  the  teeth  of 
the  children  inspected  over  0  years  of  ago. 

3.  the  number  of  children  in  all  ago  groups 
suffering  from  more  gross  conditions  (A  or  more 
carious  teeth)  fell  considerably  during  the 
seven  years  recorded. 

(1)  It  would  seem  that  less,  sugar  and  sweets,  and 
the  ready  availability  for  infants  of  the  necessary 
accessory  foodstuffs  (cod  liver  oil,  fruit  juices,  etc.) 
have  helped  to  bring  about  the  improvement  in  the  case  of 
the  younger  children. 

(2)  This  conclusion  is  disturbing,  but  it  must  be 

remembered  that  the  older  children  are  left  to  fond  more 
for  themselves,  both  by  parents  and  general  health 
services.  An  early  return  of  a  full  and  adequate  dontal 

staff  will  enable  the  Committee  to  give  that  necessary 
cover  which  it  has  boon  impossible  to  give  during  war 
time  with  shortage  of  dentists. 

(3)  The  reduction  in  the  number  of  children 
suffering  from  what  might  be  termed  tho  more  gross  form 
of  dental  defects  (4  or  more  carious  tooth)  shows  the 
benefit  of  your  full  dontal  service  in  earlier  years, 
also  the  reduction  is  due  in  part  to  more  sound  diet  in 
war  time.

IX. -PROVISION  OF  MEALS. 

During  the  year  the  Committee’s  Scheme  for  the 
provision  of  meals  was  augmented  by  the  erection  of  combined 
Central  and  Canteen  Kitchens  at  the  Cronehills  and  Ooorge 
Salter  Schools.  As  each  kitchen  is  capable  of  providing 
500.  meals  daily  the  total  number  of  meals  provided  rose  from 
2,000  to  3,000  meals  daily.
